To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Newport  Pagnell  Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen , 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1952* 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions ,  I  am  presenting  the  Report  as  early  as 
possible  with  the  exception  of  Section  ’A’  which  deals  with  Statistics. 

This  Section  will  be  presented  as  soon  as  I  receive  the  necessary  data. 

The  Report  is  divided  into  various  Sections,  each  Section  dealing 
with  one  aspect  of  Public  Health. 

Section  ’A1  deals  with  general  and  vital  Statistics  which  I  shall 
furnish  as  soon  as  I  have  the  necessary  data. 

Section  ’B1  deals  with  the  General  provision  of  Health  Services. 

These  are  mostly  administered  by  the  County  Council.  There  has  been 

very  little  change  in  these  during  the  year  and  does  not  call  for  much 
comment  from  me. 

Section  tCt  deals  with  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District,  viz« 

WATER  The  supply  has  been  sufficient  throughout  the  year  and  hag  been  of 
the  highest  standard  of  bacterial  purity.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  District 
derives  its  water  from  Public  Supply.  The  demand  has  considerably  increased 
during  the  year,  and  I  think,  is  likely  to  do  so.  When  the  prospective 
scheme  at  Birchnoor  is  carried  out  the  District  will  have  an  adequate  supply  of 
good  and  wholesome  water.  Each  source  of  the  present  supply  I  have  reviewed 
both  as  to  quantity  and  quality.  The  Olney  source  has  given  rise  to  some 
anxiety  as  to  whether  it  would  stand  up  to  the  increasing  demands,  but  this  will 
be  rectified  when  the  Birchmoor  and  Olney  sources  are  connected  which  I  hope 
will  be  done  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

DRAINAGE  u  SEWERAGE  The  existing  sewage  works  have  given  good  service  during 
the  year.  The  now  sewage  schemes  proposed,  vizs  Emberton,  Bow  Brickhill, 
Hanslope,  Lavendon,  Bradwell  and  Castlethorpc  are  most  necessary  and  urgent  and 
considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  preliminaries,  although  none  of 
them  have  been  actually  commenced.  I  trust,  however,  that  the  Emberton  and 
Bow  Brickhill  schemes  will  be  soon  started. 

SCAVENGING  has  been  satisfactorily  carried  out  and  I  have  given  details 
of  the  work  done  under  this  heading. 

Section  1 D1  deals  with  Housing.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made. 

81  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  67  were  in  course 
of  construction  or  under  tender  at  the  end  of  the  year.  22  houses  wore 
completed  by  private  enterprise. 

There  are  a  considerable  number  of  houses  in  a  state  of  dis-repair 
and  a  number  of  those  cannot  be  made  fit  at  a  reasonable  expense. 

Thcae  are  being  gradually  dealt  with  but  it  will  be  a  considerable  time  before 
much  progress  can  be  made.  Many  are  lot  at  low  rentals  and  the  landlords 
often  find  considerable  difficulty  in  doing  even  necessary  repairs,  lot  alone 
raising  tho  standard  to  a  reasonable  level. 
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Section  'E'  deals  with  Food  Production  and  Distribution 

Section  1 F1  deals  with  Infectious  Diseases.  One  the  whole,  the 
District  has  been  fortunate  this  year.  There  were  13  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
most  of  which  were  mild  and  only  3  were  admitted  to  hospital.  There  wore 
79  cases  of  Measles  which  is  generally  the  most  prevalent  of  infectious  diseases 
especially  among  children. 

In  all  cases, except  some  of  Measles,  the  prenicno  were  visited  on 
receipt  of  the  notification,  enquiries  made,  directions  given  to  the  householders 
and  arrangements  made  for  isolation  either  at  homo  or  in  hospital.  In  the 
case  of  school  children,  the  schools  were  visited  and  the  matter  discussed  with 
the  Head  Teachers.  The  Head  Teachers  have  always  been  most  co-operative 
and  helpful.  At  the  end  of  the  illness  terminal  disinfection  was  carried 
out  when  desired. 

SECTION  TBt 

There  has  been  no  change  in  any  of  the  Services  under  this  heading 
vizi  General  Provision  of  Health  Services,  except  that  the  Public  Convenience 
at  Olney  has  now  been  completed  and  has  been  in  operation  most  of  the  year. 


SECTION  ’C1 


This  Section  deals  with,  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District, 
viz:  Water,  Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Scavenging. 

WATER 

The  following  is  a  resume  of  the  position  as  regards  the  New  Water 
Supply  Schema . 

BIRCHMOOR  SOURCE 


RSSERV OIR  The  construction  of  the  one  million  gallon  reservoir  is  nearing 
completion. 

MAIN  A  large  trunk  main  will  be  constructed  to  carry  the  water  through  the 

District.  The  Birchmoor  and  Olney  sources  will  be  connected. 

This  will  relieve  the  Olney  source  especially  in  the  Castle  tliorpe  and 
Hanslope  areas.  The  Olney  source  will  be  retained  but  the  Haversham 
and  Great  Linford  local  sources  will  be  abandoned.  The  mains  will 
also  be  extended  to  bring  a  piped  supply  to  those  parishes  which  are 
not  at  present  supplied.  It  is  estimated  that  the  starting  date 

will  be  in  about  2s  years  time. 

LINK  MAPI  AT  MOILS  QE 

In  view  of  the  time  before  the  Regional  Scheme  can  be  started  in  order 
to  assist  the  area  of  Astwood ,  Hnrdmead  and  North  Crawley  a  link  main 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  Amp thill  R.D.C,  has  been  laid  at  Moulsoe. 
Tliis  should  increase  the  pressure  in  the  north  eastern  part  of  the 
District. 

GREAT  LINFORD  VILLAGE  SCHEME 


A  scheme  has  boon  adopted  to  connect  this  village  with  the  distribution 
mains  at  Woolstone  and  abandon  the  old  local  source.  This  will,  when 
completed  add  much  to  the  amenities  of  the  village  as  the  present  source 
of  supply  is  unsatisfactory  in  many  respects. 

SHENLEY  CHURCH  END  LINK  MAIN 


A  Link,  main  with  the  Bucks  Water  Board  main  at  Shonley  Church  End 
has  been  completed  and  this  has  improved  the  pressure  in  certain  parts 
of  the  parish. 
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During  tiie  current  year  it  is  hoped 


1.  To  almost  complete  the  Birchmoor  source  works 

2.  To  obtain  delivery  of  materials  for  the  Regional  Scheme  and,  if 
possible  start  that  part  of  the  scheme  which  connects  the  northern 
and  southern  areas  of  supply  and  thus  be  able  to  make  an  extension 
to  Filgrave. 

3.  To  carry  out  the  Cold  Brayfield  extension

To  complete  the  new  distribution  system  at  Great  Linford  and  so 
allow  the  Council  housing  development  to  go  forward. 

To  obtain  permission  to  extend  the  main  to  East  End,  North  Crawley. 

To 'extend  the  main  to  Caldecote,  Bow  Brickhill. 

To  purchase  the  main  between  Birchmoor  Reservoir  and  Little  Brickhill 
from  the  Bletchley  U.D.C.  so  that  the  parish  of  Little  Brickhill  can 
be  supplied  from  tho  Birchmoor  Source. 

To  extend  the  main  where  required  to  various  new  housing  sites. 


OLNEY  SOURCE 


QUANTITY  A  full  supply  has  been  maintained  through  the  year,  during  which 

the  total  consumption  for  all  properties  rose  by  3  million  gallons. 


The  increasing  demands  being  made  upon  tho  undertaking  gives  rise  to 
serious  concern  as  to  tho  adequacy  of  the  source  to  stand  up  to  the 
increasing  demands  which  are  being  made. 

The  above  average  rainfall  of  the  past  three  years  has  enabled  a  full 
supply  to  bo  maintained  but  in  the  event  of  a  dry  Spring ,  it  is 
extremely  doubtful  if  the  source  could  produce  enough  water  to  meet 
the  Summer  load. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  augment  this  source  until  such  time  as  the 
Regional  scheme  can  afford  relief.  Pumping  capacity  to  the  Hanslope~ 
Castlethorpe  area  is  a  limiting  factor  and  a  close  check  on 
consumption  in  this  direction  must  bo  maintained.

BIRCHMOOR  SOURCE 

QUANTITY  During  the  year,  link  main  connections  have  been  made  with  the  mains 
of  the  Arapth ill  R.D.C.  at  Moulsoo  and  the  Bucks  Water  Board  at 
Shenley  Church  End.  These  cross-connections  have  brought  a  much 
needed  relief  to  the  low  distribution  pressures  in  the  system  and  has 
resulted  ih  much  improved  supply  in  the  fringe  areas. 

A  series  of  bursts  in  the  Autumn  months  caused  frequent  interruptions 
in  supply  to  various  parts  of  the  area  and  led  to  a  waste  of  water 
which  is  reflected  in  the  comparatively  high  consumption  per  capita. 

In  order  to  prevent  more  weakening  of  the  mains  by  further  external 
corrosion,  it  is  proposed  to  give  cathodic  protection  in  the  badly 
affected  areas. 

In  past  reports,  some  dwellings  supplied  through  farm  meters  have  boon 
included  in  the  total  of  domestic  consumers.  This  has  now  been 
amended  giving  the  total  of  properties  supplied  as  follows  *-

QUALITY  Monthly  samples  of  the  water  are  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories  and  the 
results  indicate  that  the  water  is  of  the  highest  standard  of 
bacterial  purity. 

GREAT  LINFORD  SOURCE 

QUANTITY  The  supply  has  boon  consistent  throughout  the  year  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  record  that  a  Contract  for  the  improvement  in  the  distribution 
mains  will  soon  bo  let. 

It  is  hoped  that  improvement  in  the  quality  of  water  supplied  will 
bo  shortly  forthcoming  in  the  laying  of  the  supply  main  between  the 
Village  and  the  district  main  at  Woolstone.

QUANTITY  A  constant  supply  has  been  maintained  through-out  the  ye.ar  and  the 
newly  constructed  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  mains. 

Some  time  must  elapse  before  the  mains  of  the  Regional  Scheme  can 
reach  this  village  but  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  source, 
without  additional  works,  will  yield  enough  to  maintain  a  local 
supply  during  the  interim.

GENERAL 

In  1952,  the  consumption  throughout  the  district  rose  by  7la  million 
to  a  total  of  162  million  for  all  purposes. 

As  will  be  observed  by  the  General  Summary  of  the  Distribution 
Analysis  the  domestic  consumer  takes  3  gallons  for  every  1  by  the  metered 
consumer  as  was  the  case  last  year.  The  domestic  consumption  of  23  gallons 
per  capita  is  high  for  a  rural  area  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  figures 
include  for  all  waste,  fire  fighting,  supplies  for  building  construction  and 
all  unmetered  supplies  apart  from  field  troughs.

OLNEY  WORKS 


Pumping  Station 

The  pumps  have  worked  well  and  given  good  service  during  the  year 
except  on  one  day  when,  owing  to  a  thunderstorm,  the  current  was  cut  off. 

The  gas  engines  were  unable  to  keep  up  with  the  flow.  This  caused  flooding 
at  the  pumping  station,  but  no  inconvenience  was  caused  to  the  town. 

Disposal  Works 

Have  given  excellent  service  with  a  goal  effluent.  The  brickwork 
mentioned  in  my  last  Report  is  badly  fractured  but  will  probably  last 
several  years  before  requiring  renewal. 

SHCRINGTQN  WORKS 

Tnese  works  have  given  good  service  throughout  the  year  and  a  good 
effluent  has  been  maintained. 

HAVERSHAM  WORKS 

Those  works  have  maintained  an  efficient  service,  but  inconvenience 
has  been  caused  by  wanton  destruction  to  the  stay  wires  on  the  Sprinklers. 

The  effluent  has  been  g ood . 

It  is  recommended  that  ,tho  Council  should  consider  laying  an  effluent 
drain  direct  to  the  river  instead  of  discharging  into  ditches  as  at  present. 
These,  in  dry  periods,  become  stagnant. 

HAKE  ESTATE  WCRKS.  HAVERSHAM 

These  are  again  in  disrepair  and  are  being  reconditioned.  It  is  to 
bo  hoped  that  they  will  soon  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Council. 

With  regard  to  the  diversion  of  a  larger  amount  of  water  down  the 
effluent  ditch  mentioned  in  my  Report  of  last  year,  it  has  been  found  to  be 
Impracticable  except  at  prohibitive  cost.  Hence  my  recommendation  that  the 
effluent  from  the  Council’s  works  be  jjipod  direct  to  the  river. 

MILTON  KEYNES  WORKS 

These  have  given  satisfactory  service  during  the  year.  I 
understand  that  a  thorough  annual  cleanse  of  all  tanks  is  to  be  carried  out 
shortly. 

LITTLE  BRICKHILL  WORKS 

Here  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  construct  a  storm-water 
precipitation  tank.  Construction  is  well  in  hand.  When  this  has  been 

done  the  effluent  should  bo  brought  up  to  a  very  satisfactory  standard. 

DISTRICT  SEWERS  &  SEWER  DITCHES 


The  L ought on  sewer  has  been  opened  up,  cleansed  and  put  into  a 
sat isf act ory  c  end it ion. 

Sewer  blockages  have  occurred  as  follows,  Lavendon  (four),  Laughton 
Little  Brickhill,  Milton  Keynes,  Bow  Brickhill,  Olney,  Weston  Underwood  and 
Sherington.  All  those  received  prompt  attention. 

Cleansing  of  sower  ditches  over  the  major  part  of  the  district 
has  been  carried  out,  but  somewhat  delayed  by  the  blockages  above  referred  to.

Sewage  Schemes  for  post  war  Council  Houses  have  boon  regularly 
visited  and  well  maintained.  Some  difficulty  has  arisen,  however,  on 

occasions  at  Emberton. 
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WAVENDQN  &  WOBURN  SANDS  JOINT  COMMITTEE  SCHEME 

It  is  proposed  to  reconstruct  tho  existing  Disposal  works  to  cope 
with  the  extra  sewage.  This  is  a  joint  scheme  with  Ampthill  R.D.C. 

It  is  also  contemplated  to  sewer  the  village  of  Wav end on,  the  sewage 
to  be  dealt  with  by  the  proposed  works  mentioned  above. 

NSW  SEW/fiE  SCHEMES 


EMBERTON  -  The  sewage  disposal  site  and  pumping  station  site  has  been 
acquired.  All  preliminary  matters  have  been  settled, 

A  visit  by  an  official  from  the  Ministry  will  shortly  take  place. 

BCW  BRICKHILL  -  Land  acquired  and  all  preliminary  matters  settled.  The 

Council  have  authorised  concentration  on  this  scheme.  Notices 
describing  scheme  have  been  published  in  local  papers. 

After  January  28th  1953  the  Ministry  will  decide  whether  to 
hold  a  formal  Inquiry  or  informal  Visit. 

HAN3LQPE  -  Sewage  Disposal  Works  site  acquired.  Pumping  Station  sites 
to  bo  purchased. 

LAVENDON  -  Land  not  yet  acquired.  Planning  approval  obtained  but  one 
or  two  difficulties  have  arisen 

BRADWELL  -  Small  Pumping  Station  site  to  be  acquired.  Planning  approval 
obtained. 


CASTLE  THORPE  -  Sewage  Disposal  site  and  access  to  be  acquired.  Planning 
approval  has  been  obtained. 

L OUGHT  CN  &  SHENLEI  CHURCH  END 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  Lemon  &  Blizard  have 
been  asked  to  prepare  a  preliminary  report  for  these  villages.

Dairies  and  promises  of  Retail  Purveyors  have  been  regularly  inspected 
and  found  satisfactory. 

Prom  time  to  time  Reports  have  been  received  regarding  herds  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  or  with  Brucella  Abortis.  In  all  cases  the  Farms 

have  been  visited.  In  nearly  all  cases  it  was  found  that  the  Milk  was 
pasteurised  before  being  sold  to  consumers.  In  those  few  cases  whore  the 
Milk  was  sold  raw,  satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  for  pasteurisation.

There  were  13  cases  in  all.  10  of  those  occurred  in  Haver sham. 

In  this  Parish  the  first  cases  wore  notified  on  23th  January  (2  cason) 

It  will  be  seen  from  my  last  report  that  cases  had  occurred  in  Huvorsham  during 
November  and  December  1951*  The  outbreak  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
the  following  are  the  dates  of  which  notifications  were  received.  Feb.  6th, 
April  5th,  May  14th,  June  3rd,  June  9th,  July  22nd,  September  10th,  Doc.  5th. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  co.se s  were  notified  during  'the  summer 
holidays,  thus  pointing  to  the  schools  as  the  origin  of  infection. 

Tho  s  chool  was  visited  on  several  occasions  end  the  Head  Teacher  was  most 
co-operative  in  taking  measures  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection.  I  feel 
confident  that  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned  did  much  to  limit  tho  outbreak.
